O’Kzere’s Comedy of Wild Oats was revived on Saturday evening, 
at this Theatre, with a very strong cast; and if we may judge from 
the great applause it met with, and the flattering manser in which its 
avnouncement for repetition on Friday next was received by a very 
full bouse, we should say the revival was a very judicious one. Miss 
Mordaunt was the Lady Amaranth, and sustained the character very 
agreeably : she looked remarkably well in her quaker’s dress, which 
was as elegant as the costume could possibly admit of. Liston, as 
Ephraim Smooth, excited much laughter; the scene where he is dis- 
covered by Lady Amaranth kneeling to Jane was highly comic; Mrs. 
Orger’s aeting in this scene was excellent. Farren, as the peppery 
old Admiral, acted, as he always does, with great tact and ability ; 
but his humor wanted the breadth and heartiness which Dowton so 
successfully threw into his personation of the character. Wallack’s 
John Dery was one of the best pieces of acting in the Comedy ;—he 
hit off the rolling gait, and the bluff manner of a jolly old tar to the 
very life, and perfectly identified himself with the character. 

Jones busiled through the part of Roper with great vivacity; but 
his vivacity is like the French, heartless, and springs less from enjoy- 
ment than habit. Mr. Tayleure played Farmer Gammon respectably, 
and his kind hearted son and daughter were represented in a natural, 
and clever manner, by Mr. Harley and Mrs. Orger. Bat who that ever 
saw poor little Knight inSim can forget the inimitable manner in which 
he sustained the part—it was as perfect in its way as Kemble’s Corio- 
lanus, or Kean’s Othello. After the Comedy, Love, Law and Physic, 
was performed, in which Liston and Harley kept the audience in a 
roar. Harley’s song of ‘ The Hamors of a Playhouse,’ was called for 
a second time, when he gave the requisionists a diflerent version, to 
their evident. satisfaction. 

The new Drama, to be produced next Wedaesday, at this Theatre, 
is called The Brigand.
